meaning of the General Assembly, and of 

that of some native citizens of this 
city, is elear, and all ought, perhaps, io 
have a share of our humble praise • hut al 
though S few niny ilevoutly wisli for the 

consummation of such asohool, the expend! 

ture of these $40,000 of public money, with 
Subsequent entailments. Would have heen 
wholly unnecessary, as both the State ami 
private munificence amply provide for the 
education of the deaf children In two of the 

host institutions in the land, one located In 

Philadelphia, the other near Pittsburgh, the 
former of which i have the honor of s cloae 
connection, and an Institution as you may all 

testify, distinguished net so much for the 

magniflcenoa of its bulldtnga as for the 

home like comforts enjoyed by the pupils 

ami the excellence and asrisfyofits methods 
of instruction, Including the articulation 

method anil the imlustriiil hrnuehes, while 
ut the same time matters of religious nature 
are in a great, measure left to the ilinvtion 

of parents, ami railroad fares are graciously 
reduced to s minimum, so all that is needed 

what wns argued nt the Inst meeting of I his 

association In Philadelphia, namely, a law 
compelling the pareuts of the deaf children 
to send them to school. 

\\ o are not here to day so muoh to discuss 
educational matters as to regulate, to the ex 
tent of our limited powers, our happiness, 
ami standing as citizens In our* dally sbocIs- 

tions with our fellow men. As the quality 
of aetion proclaims the man, or society, of 
high or low degree, 1 shall, with a view of 
bringing about a high*! state of things, avail 
myself ol the opportunity to remark on the 

amount of dependenoe shown by certain of 

our ileal' mute societies anil associations in 
the pursuit of its objects. It has come to be 
regarded as a matter of course that at some 
Of our public gatherings or celebrations, the 
speaker's platform shotihl always he lnono- 
pnllsed by bearing persons. This may he an 
excellent way of obtaining publicity to our 
pro,,', slings, when we W'islt to blast our horn 
In the newspapers | hut iiitrhisicullv it does 
not reflect much credit on ourowa oratorical 
powers, our intelligence and Independence, 
We need more respect, inter nos, for our 
own ahilities, If we desire to gain that of 
those who stantl always reuily to Judge us. 

Another thing, honorary membership has 

hecoine honor with a vencgeaiii'e. Some of 
our societies, it, appears, never get weary of 

dubbing ns honorary members, every other 

hearing person who may lie a " l'rol " ol 
the manual alphabet. In-return for which 

we coma to regard effusions of their good 

nature in tip' shape of numerous leetm'es ami 

Interpretations us a matte? of our right. 
This is nil a sail niiiilake. Those honorary 
lights in the nature of elrcuinstances are 

m np ees d to revolve in aii Intellectual atmo 

sphere torn, ir/i, r< above us. Their eonuee 
tions with ouri'oustellatioi'S, therefore, have 

bo advantage for them. Their light is sup 

poseil to brighten up our own satellites, ami 
as n whole, bring us into greater prominence. 
It is all give anil BO take with them. What 
earthly gooil can they ilerive from this hon- 
orary membership, — this fine art process of 

begging their self sacrifice k There may be 

heavenly bliss hevnnil " that bourn from 
which no traveller returns,'' hut as impe- 
eunioiisness in our society film's or receipts 
should always be S weak plea, there ought 
lie some earthly bliss in substantial 
cash that might he well enrneil by those who 

have bo kindly nt req u est favored us with 

agre ea ble responses In various capacities. 
Therefore, regardless of all protest of these 

good pat u ted banosasy members, wi 

to run our lectures and entertainments on an 
entirely Oaah basis, if for no other reason 
this system will teach us that, education and 
intelligence have a money value after all. 
Tims would we be driven to the nivesuity of 
depending more nil our own efforts and abi- 
lities, and not without surprising results In- 
dividually and socially. I am happy to say 
that this Imposition ami dependence is not 

general among deaf mule societies; but 
w h, revet it exists by all means let there be 

more self-reliance and square compen 

(bid helps them that help themselves. 

Hut in turning over to enter another chap 
tor. we find it, often difficult to belp our- 
i not impossible. Now and then it is 
our fate lo meet, or be thrown in the com 
pauy of very ipieer people. They do not 
seem to understand us, and in fact, we appear 
ess to underst-am! them. Sometimes it is 
our own fault, mid sometimes it Is theirs; 
bui ollener we blame them not without rea 
son They have no idea of the capacity of 
the deaf mute as a character in the great 
drama Of " bread winners." Hut worse ihmi 
this they refuse ot'lell to be com 'bleed by ex 
periment . Our sphere of usefulness extends, 
iheiolore, more like a dish, in a few direr 
tions. rather than pervading the spheroidal 
form. 

Again there are other specimens of human 
curiosity, Their owner* pr o ceed In group-. 

Our want of hearing, particularly, makes the 
greatest difference In the world to them. 
They are unaware of our presence ns educated 
fellow beings ; or, if they are. they have mi 
llier the patience, politeness, norgood sense 
of men of Christian principles ami high so 
culsr education to recognize us as such. Their 
conversation and hilarity hy reason of their 
COnsplotoURtesS on top of the wheel of natur- 
al link arc all their own, and we, poor out- 
east miserable deaf souls, are to left to pon 
del over n lot of incomprehensible thing* be 
eanseol'oiirdisappointinent in human nature. 

Finally, there is a third class of peouliar 

people, more excusable, perhaps, whom it is 

often our lot to hem- temporarily as associ- 
ates rather than as companions. They are 
very Imperfectly Sdnoatsd, or more or less 
dull in intellect and devoid of viva, -ily. They 
never have anything to say except now and 
then S monosyllable, sometime harshly pro 
ii. "in. ed. Often they are uncongenial, close 
relatives, whom wotry in vain to teaeh, or 

Induce, to tall; with us. They have no energy 

or ambition. They inn never learn the mmiu 
al " ••- «ay ; and writing, how dreadful 1 is 
n ever dream of accomplishing.

Surely we have nimh to be thank 
fill for. l'atienee has been shown us on 
Ides, and we should lose sight of 
the fact thai our best friends are general ly 
fouml not so nimh among oor clnss as 

among the hem 

individually we have oar part to play, 
too, notwithstanding so many discourage- 
ments Our successes and fall ores ha vi 
thing to do with our status as oltlsec 
our hnppinesss nud misery. A status slid 
happiness OB* not b* of high order with 
out effort nml good sense. To plod along

printed, or, with us, its equivalent, manual 

spelling, one or tlio other as we employ it, 
is S comprehensive thing, especially to 
ourselves as a distinct class. Il is peculiar 
ly our own Standard gauge, by which we 
form our first opinions of one another. Our 
acquisition Of it necessitates much careful 
reading and study, since our closed ears ever 
forbid tt to come spontaneously Columns 
and volumes are not. lo be reeklessh 
nod, pens and pencils must have their prac 

tice, and conversation will then always be 

ready w illi fullness and , ■ at our 

command. Finally, reading becomes 

linual source of pleasure, in which our hap 
l>iness is involved. To the Uninitiated, 
life's journey Issxceedingly wearisome, l'\ 
barren plains of unmeaning litera- 
ture stretch Out on each side oi 
and often dangerous highway. 
who passes us as such, and gets along bet 
tor than we do, speaks a foreign tongue, or 
else we nt'e too deal of comprehension.

To one who goes down into the 
how-els of the earth for the first time, 
nsation is nwe inspiring. Im 
serine yourself suddenly plunged from 
the bright afternoon sunlight, into the 
black darkness of an underground 
tunnel, lit only by the miners' lamps, 
which can be seen moving hither and 
thither in the distance, hut which 
throw no gleams of light beyond a few 
fo ■>< from the miners who carry them.

to whose caps they are fattened, arc 
shrouded in gloom In a short time, 
however, the eves become accustomed 
to the darkness, and looking upward 
and around > on find yourself in a tun 
nel about I w'lve feet wide and varying 
from five to eight, feet in height. The 
roof is a solid mass of OOs] and as smoolh 
as the stones on a street pavement. The 
sides are also of the same dark and 
precious mineral, but are irregular in 
oulline. Here and there along the 
passages, are small gas pipes through 
which flows a natural gas. which is 
lighted and burns wilh a dim flame.

But, night snd ,lav, 
huge engines force in the pure air trotn 
outside, and draw out the impure from 
within. A safety lamp was exhibited 
that could be carried with impunity re 
gardless of the quantity of lire-damp 
in the mine. lint, on and on the deaf- 
mules proceeded, now turning around 
sharp corners, now stooping to 
bumping their heads against the roof 
of the tunnel, now walking in single 
Iih' to pass the loaded coal cars that 
run on a tramway, till at last the 
stables are reached There is plenty 
■ I hay and oats and water, but 
the mule that works in a coal mine 
must yearn in vain for green fields and 
heaven's sunlight. There KM over 
fifty big mules employed, and they 
live down in these black depths for 
without getting the faintest 
glimpse of daylight. The men and 
boy* employed have' a hard enough 
time of it. but they get out in time to 
the sun go down on each day. and 
have the Seventh day to rest. Whal 
a blessing is the Sabbath, to the rich 
and poor alike. It brings them rest 
and comfort here on earth, and if pro 
perly observed, repeats to them the

Prof. Douglas Tilden quotes one of 
the teachers at the convention as say 
ing that the boy of to-day is actuated 
by ambition, pride and envy in a eag 
erness for prominence. The same 
teacher might have added that the 
boy of to day is generous, if impulsive, 
and gratefnl to those whom he sincere- 
ly recognizes as friends and benefac- 
tor*. No amount of fault-finding can 
shake his convictions in favor of nob 
persons, and for shams or impositions 
in the profession he justly entertains 
contempt. In my opinion such feel- 
ings of pride and ambition ought to 
i instead of blamed, as 
they are prompted by independence of 
spirit and a desire to excel, new things 
in the deaf, from which greater bene 
fits may be expected. It proves that 
the education of the the deaf is not a 
failure after all. To look the world 
boldly in the face and strive with the 
rest for prominence is a happy sign of 
an awakening from the dull, inglorious 
lethargy of ages. The next genera 
tion will witness the activity of deaf 
mutes in all walks of industry, the arts 
and sciences. Who would be so mean 
as to begrudge them such a prominence, 
even if they push a few hearing breth- 
ren oat of places upon which the 
hitter seem to hold a perpetual lien or 
mortgage ?

Chancellor Bunyon filed his opinion, 
yesterday, M the matter of the alleged 
lunacy of Mary S. Penine, of Middle 
sex county. The mutter was before 
mrt on a motion to set aside the 
inquisition. Counselor A. S. Apple 
gel appeared for the motion. 

"The inquisition in this case,'' says 
the Court, "is signed by ininef' 
the twenty-four jurors. They find the 
alleged lunatic is of sound mind and 
capable of controlling her property by 
bar own selection of a proper person 
to act for her. The other live certify 
that she is not of sufficient understand 
ing to enable ber to m r pro 

perty. She is about t>5 years of age, 
and has never been married. The 
commissioners have made a repot 
cerning her condition. They say that 
she is not an Idiot or lunatic in Un- 
popular sense of the words; that she 
has been a deaf-mute ever since she- 
was two or three years old ; that she is 
ignorant, having neve; 'aught 

any language, whether spoken or of 
signs j that she can neither read nor 
and cannot express to others 
her understanding, if any slur hfl 
any business transactions ; that she 
cannot be made to comprehend a busi- 
ness transaction, except, perhaps, a 
very ordinary one, involving no more 
money than a dollar or two ; that she 
had learned to fetch and carry, and to 
OiaOS every-day work — that is, 
she can sweep, wash, cook an on I 
nary meal, &c ; that it is possible, by 
rude gestures, to communicate to her a 
desire that she should do such work- 
that she has never informed her of the 
amount, character or income of her 
property, and that it io donbtful 
whether she can be so informed ; that 
she has always been cared for by ber 
near relatives, with whom she litis 
lived by her mother for about fifty 
years ami until her mother's death, 
and after her mother's death by her 
unmarried sister, with whom she now 
lives. Application is made t< 
the inquisition, on the ground that 
the finding is contrary to tli- 
dence. Lord Hale says that a man 
deaf and dumb from his birth is, in 
presumption of law, an idiot; .and the 
rather because he has no possibility to 

understand what is forbidden by law 

to be done, or under what, penalities. 
He also says that if it can appear that 
the kihti has the nse of understanding, 
which fie adds, many of that condition 
discover by signs to a very great 
ire, then lie may be triad and 
suffer judgment and execution, though 
great caution is to be need therein. 

A person born deaf and dumb, but 
not. blind, is not an idiot. But in or- 
der to warrant this Court in interfer 
ing in behalf of a person to protect 
him aeainst the consequences of his 
own mental incompetency, it is not 
necessary that he should be an idiot or 
a lunatic; it is enough if, from any 
whether by age, disease, afflic- 
tion or intemperance, he baa become 
incapable of managing his own af- 
fairs. 

Lord Eldofl says that upon a com- 
mission in the nature of a writ de 
in mil ii;o inouirendo, it is nol 
sary to establish lunacy, but it is suf- 
ficient that the party is incapable of 
managing his own affuirs. It was so 
held by Chancellor Kent, in a case 
where the person who was the sub- 
ject of the inquiry had become incapa- 
ciated by old age. Whether persons 
born deaf and dumb are to be treated 
judicially as persons incompetent lo 
manage their affairs, must d< 
upon ' -hey are able !
